THE DEBATE IN THE OF COMMONS. 

London, Jan. 31.—The House of Commons 
was very crowded in all parts this afternoon by 
persons anxious to listen to the debate on the 
Government’s motion for a supplementary vote. 
Many peers and foreign representatives were 
present. ö 

Sir Stafford Northcote, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, in replying to a question, said the 
Government will not object to furnish the 
House correspondence respecting the Glad- 

stone-Negrapontis incident. 

Under-Foreign-Secretary Bourke, in reply to 
a question, said he had heard to-day the tele- 
graph line between Constantinople and Gallip- 
oli was cut. 

Sir Stafford Northcote, in response to an in- 
quiry of Mr. Chaplain, said at the latest adviccs 
no armistice had been signed. The Russians 
are still advancing southward, but he was ig- 
norant as to what point they had reached. As 
to whether, in view of the continued Russian 
advance, England still adheres to the conditions 
of Lord Derby’s May dispatch, he said. I can 
only say that the Government does not entirely 
adbere to those conditions. 

MR. FORSTER, 
amid cheers of the Opposition, moved his 
amendment to fhe vote of credit, declaring that 
the House sees no reason for adding to the peo- 

s’s burdens by voting additional supplies. 

. Forster said he saw nothing in the peace 
conditions endangering British interests. He 
was convinced of the absolute necessity of his 
amendment. 

The vote demanded by the Government was 
unprecedented. If it wasthe duty of the House 
to vote monev when wanted, it was the duty of 
the Government to say what it was wanted for. 
The only information the House had v.as that 
the Government intended to flourish a vote in 
the face of the forthcoming Congress on the 
Eastern question. The interpretation put on 
the motion was that the Government thought 
the peace conditions unsatisfactory. He could 
find notning in them calling for the suspicious 
attitude on the part of Great Britain. If Russia 
desired to take advantage of her victories to 
alter existing treaties concerning the Darda- 
nelles, that wish was only natural; but Prince 
Gortschakoff said he regarded this as a matter 
not to be settled by Russia. 

Mr. Forster then arraigned the recent foreign 
policy of the Govergment, and declared that 
they were not entitled to this vote as a vote of 
coufidence, and did not need it for any interest 
of the country.

AMDRASSY’S LATE NOTE.

Ankers, formerly of the Pacific Mail steamship 
Chauncey. She had run in Long Island Sound 
in the Narragansett Steamship Company Line. 
When Fisk and Gould sold out the Fall River 
Line to the Old Colony Steamship Company, 
she went as part of the property, though not 
available for its use except as an occasional 
freight boat.

MR. BRIGHT ,

provinces of Turkey was opposed to the in- 
terests of England. Mr. Bright hoped the 
£6,000,000 would not be used to restrict that 
freedom. He thought that the terms of peace 
contained nothing that should alarm the people, 
feed our discreditabie jealousy of Russia, or 
justify the Government in entering a 
conference with an attitude of menace. 
If the Government adhered to the old 
policy of cherishing enmity against Russia, they 
would bequeath a legacy of war to posterity;

ANOTHER PHASE OF THE QUESTION. 

In the House of Lords this evening, during 
the general debate which arose on the question 
whether the Government would take steps to 
secure protection of the Mussulman population 
of European Turkey, Lord Derby said he was 
not one of those who attached great importance 
to Armenia as involving British interests, but he 
doubted the prudence of holding language in 
this House which must be encouragement to 
the Russians to advance in that direction. He 
could not entertain the view that this war grew 
out of local disturbanccs in Herzegovina, and 
had not been pianned before. The Govern- 
ment’s first care would be to secure a settle 
ment of peace with the concurrence of all Eu- 
ropean Powers, and when the terms of peace 
were known they would receive the deepest and 
most earnest consideration of the Government, 
one of whose obvious duties it would be to se- 
cure as far as possible equai justice to Moham- 
medans and Christians.

CONSTANTINOPLE. —

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 2—The defencss of 
Constantinople are hardly worth talking about. 
There is a ridge of heights fifteen miles to the 
north of the city that stretch over a line of sev- 
enteen miles from a point near the Black Sea to 
the Sea of Marmora. Some batteries and other 
works have been erected on them, cannon 
mounted, and ditches dug. Even if they were 
as formidable as they ought to be, we have no 
army to hold them. Hasty levies of citizens 
cannot be depended on. The Russians would 
carry them in any event, and would push for 
the heights of Daoud Pasha and the plateau be- 


sia. Under the reign of Alexander, son of George 
Straschimsin, the star of Bulgaria has been dimmed 
forlong centuries behind these same heights of 
Plevna, but from which it now shines resplendent, 
thanks to another Alexander, covered with the 
egis of St. George the Victorious, and justly 
named The terror of oppression and tyranny.” 

The Bulgarian inhabitants of Plevna, of both 
sexes, are deeply touched, and will remain forever 
thankful.

ITALY. 
LAST MOMENTS OF VICTOR EMMANUEL. 
Genoa Movimenio. 

Seeing the imminent danger the Commission- 
er Aghemo begged the Prince to allow the 
Count of Mirafiori [Victor Emmanuel’s illegiti- 
mate son] to enter the King’s chamber. Prince 
Humbert acceded to this request, and the Count 
of Mirafiori was introduced. After a few mo- 
ments Prof. Bruno de Bacelli rushed precipitate- 
ty from the apartment of the King, and indicated 
to the Prince and to the personages assem- 
bled in the adjoining chamber that but few 
moments of life remained tothe King. Prince 
Humbert went immediately into his father’s 
room and knelt at the foot of the bed. Next to 
him knelt the Count of Mirafiori. There were 
present at the last breath besides the Prince and 
the Count the three physicians, who stood near 
the couch, then Gen. De Sonnaz, Gen. 
Medici, the President of the Council; the 
Comm Correnti, Gen. Mezzaacpo, Min- 
ister of Wär; Signor Mancini, Commodore 
Aghemo, Count Visone, Col. Guiddotti, Lieut.- 
Col. Carenzi, and other officers in service, and 
four ‘* garcons de chambrie,’’ who were the four 
confidential domestics of Victor Emmanuel, for 
whom he had great affection. 

All present knelt. Signor Depretio fell to 
the floor, convulsed with sobs and weeping. 
Victor Emmanuel, after having looked once 
more in the face of each one present, gave a 
gentle sigh, half closed his large eyes and died 
sitting in bed, leaning toward the left side, with 
inclined head. 

Some who were present at the painful mo- 
ment, assert that Victor Emmanuel appeared 
sleeping rather than dead. His position when 
dead was the same one taken by the King when, 
traveling by rail, he slept upon his chair in the 
car. 
Prof. Bruno then approached the King and 
placed his car in the region of the heart. The 
experiment lasted but an instant, and, rising, 
Prof. Bruno said in a loud voice, interrupted by 
sobs: The first King of Italy is dead; he seems 
asleep and resting after a long and glorious 
labor.

AT PHILADELPHIA.

PHILaADELPsiA, Jan. 31.—The fire which to- 
night destroyed the extensive warehouse of H.

It was 11 o’clock 
before the flames were fairly under control. 
H. P. & W. P. Smith, dry-goods commission 
merchants, occupied the basement, first, third, 
had only moved in the 
Ist of January, and bad a stock worth $250,000, 
having just got in a lot of - yr from 
the Rutger Mills at Manayunk, of which they 
were the agents. They were also agents of the 
Wamsutta Mills at New Bedford, Mass. Toe 
loss will be about $200,000. Georce Campbell. 
who oceupied the second floor, had a 
large woolen mill at Washington and 
Twenty-tirst streets, and lost $75,000 
on stock on hand. The building, owned by E. 
8. Harlan, of Germantown, was worth about 
$100,000, and ig a total loss. All parties are 
heavily insured, but, being out of town, à list 
cannot be got at. Philadelphia ana English 
companies are the heaviest sufferers. TheiSmiths 
were burned but only four years ago. 
Gratz & Co., the dry-goods commisson house 
above, lost considerable by water. Uhl & Ball 
lose heavily b ee, and Coffin & Altemus also 
lose about 87 by water and smoke. 


IN BOSTON. 
Bostos, Jan. 31.—A fire broke out this even- 
ing in the fifth story of a large six-story brick 
builaing, 121 Medford street, Charlestown Dis- 
trict, used for the manufacture of fine furni- 
ture by F. W. Holmes & Co. The building, 
450 feet long ahd extending back 200 feet to 
Mystic River, was filled with furuiture, a large 
amount on the upper stories being finished. A 
violent snow-storm with a strong east wind de- 
layed the firemen, and the entire building was 
soon in flames. | Three alarms, quickly followed 
by a general alarm, were sounded, and only by 
great effort a most disastrous conflagration was 
stayed.

Judges of the United States Circuit Court shall 
determine whether the case ought not be trans- 
ferred to their Court. 

The grounds of this application to Justice 
Bradley are based upon a construction of the 
State law, under which it is claimed that 
when the affidavits and other papers uvon which 
the request for transfer to the United States 
Court were laid before the Judge of the State 
Court, it became the duty of the latter to send 
them at once to the United States Court as a 
matter of routine, and that the question of 
transfer was one, under the statutes, to be de- 
cided by the United States Court alone, and one 
that a State Court had 

NOT THE LEGAL RIGHT TO CONSIDER. 
The petition also asks, in addition to the writ of 
prohibition, an order to the State Court to cer- 
tify the whole record in that Court to the 
United States Court. The case as prepared for 
presentation to Justice Bradley has been exam- 
ined by prominent lawyers and pronounced 
to be in proper form to accurately set 
forth the claims made under the statute cited, 
aud the whole matter has been placed in Jus- 
tice Bradiey’s hands for examination and action. 
It is not likely in so grave a case he will decide 
without full conference with his associates on 
the bench. By this means members of the Re- 
turning Board hope they max obtain an order 
for the transfer of their cases from the State to 
the United States Court. In case Justice Brad- 
ley should grant the writ and the order asked 
for, it would devolve ubon the General Govern- 
ment to enforce the decree of the United States 
Circuit Court. which would involve the imme- 


diate abandonment of the trial of Gen. Ander-- 


son now in progress.

POISONOUS PORK. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Enqutrer. 

Youngstown, O., Jan. 20.—There is great ex- 
citement here, and at Girard, five miles portb- 
west, over the discovery of several cases of 
trichina. Six weeks ago Fred Benk, Sr., a la- 
borer at the Girard Furnace, killed a hog, and 
from the head and other rough parts made what 
is called wurst. Of this the entire family, 
numbering five, ate heartily in its raw state. A 
few days afterward Mrs. Frederick Benk was 
taken sick, and died on New-Ycar’s Day, the 
family physician pronouncing the disease typhus 
fever and rheumatism. Their two children, Eva 


and Frederick, Jr., aged respectively 5 and 7 
years, were taken sick shortly before their 
mother died, the symptoms being the same. An- 
other physician was called in, and he pro- 
nounced the disease spotted fever. Wednesday 
of last week Dr. Lauterman, of this city, a 
graduate of the University of Austria at Vi- 
enna, was calied. He immediately declared the 
disease was trichina, other physicians ridiculing 
bis diagnosis. Sunday Eva died and was buried. 

Yesterday Dr. Lauterman insisted on re- 
examining the pork in use by the family, and 
with the naked eye white bodies were discoy- 
ered in the muscles, while with the aid of a 
microscope the thread-like worm, wound up 
spirally, was found in countless numbers. To- 
day a small portion of the musele was taken 
from an arm of the dead girl by Dr. Lauterman, 
and, from calculations made by him, one cubic 
inch of muscle contains 100,000 triching-spirala 

The boy Fred was visited to-day by an nw 
quirer correspondent, who found him lying in 
bed on hig back, with his arms and his legs 
wonuertully swollen and drawn out of shape Dy 
contraction of the muscles. On touching the 
muscles bis pain became indescribable. His 

hysician says death is almost inevitable. Mrs. 
Benk, sister of Fred Benk, Sr., who lives with 
him, was taken sick to-day. Dr. Lauterman 
says that within twenty-four hours she will be 
prostrated with the terrible disease. Ernest 
Benk, of this city, attended the funeral of 
Frederick on New-Year’s Day and partook of 
the meat in use in the Benk family, and yester- 
day was prostrated with trichine. Pork is at a 
discount here.

ENIGHTS OF THE ROAD. 
Kinsley (Tas.) Revubdlican, Jan. 27. 
A few minutes before 4 o’clock this (Sunday) 
morning, five desperadoes having faces black- 
ened entured the office of the raflroad depot at 
this place, saluting the night operator, Andrew 
Kinkade, who was at his post, with a Good 
morning,” at the same instant covering him 
with revolvers, and demanding the money in 
the office. Mr. Kinkade, with a remarkabie 
presence of mind, replied that there were no 
funds at his command, at the same time open- 
ing an empty money-drawer. The leader of 
the gang orderea Mr. K. to “open 
that safe, d—d quick, too,“ at the same 
time so two cocked revolvers in 
his face. Mr. Kinkade informed tbe party that 
he did not have the key,—Gardner had charge 
of it, and they could go to him at the hotel,— 
adding that the funds had gone easton the 
train a few hours before. Mr. Kinkade bravely 
stood at hu post defending $2,000 in hard cash 
of the Company’s funds, which, had he faltered, 
would nave been taken. The west-bound Pueblo 
express Was approaching, and something must 
be done. The five well-armed highwaymen, 
confronted by a boy, were foiled. ‘Tney threat- 
ened to biow his brains out if he did not open 
the safe. Kinkade had a small derringer in bis 
hip pocket, and, cocking it, attempted to draw 
it. when one of the highwaymen, noticing 
his move, sald: No you don’t—hand that 
over,“ and he laid it down on the counter. 
Kinkade knew the hotel men would be there to 
meet the train in a few moments, but when he 
was ordered ontside and marched down the 
platform his only fear was that he could not 
inform the conductor of the danger. Shouting 
to Blanchard, of the Eureka, to go back, these 
men are armed, one of them attempted to 
strike him. As the train drew up Mr. Kinkade 
esca ‘crossing the track in front of the 
engine, followed by a shot. Running down the 
t he informed Conductor Mallory of 
the danger. Blanchard was taken io 
charge, but made his escape and armed 
himself, A 


dozen shots were fired 
into the train, which the ‘robbers stopped 
after it had pulled out 100 yards. Again the 
train started and was stop two miles up the 
track, where it was detained twenty minutes 
and twenty shots ex ed. The“town was 
aroused. In company with eight or ten others 
we boarded a hand-car and started to the 
rescue. The train moved off before we reached 
it, and wesaw the mounted robbers, six or 
eight in number, well mounted, approaching, 
They crossed the track toward the river, and 
three or four shots were fired at them. A large 
party well mounted startedin pursuit at once.

A MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

East SaGinaw, Mich., Jan. 29.—Farwell, a 
town of 1.200 inhabitants, fifty-five miles north- 
west of Saginaw, op the Fiint & Pere Mar- 
quette Railway, the county-seat of Clare Coun- 
ty, is just now considerably agitated regarding 
developments over a mysterious murder com- 
mitted near that place over a year ago. On the 
evening of Jan. 7, 1877, Owen Feeney, a man 
about 40 years of age, took the western-bound 
train at C for Chippewa Station, where he 
resided. He was somewhat the worse for 
liquor, and, becoming turbulent, when 
the train reached Farwell the 
ductor put him off the train. 
He then started to walk through the woods to 
Chippewa, twelve miles distant, and was never 
after seen alive. He was known to hafe had 
about $400 in his poss®ssion on the night in 
question; and, not reaching home, his friends 
became anxious, and made every effort to solve 
the mystery concerning his fate, but without 
success, and finally all search was abandoned. 
Some three months after, his body was found 
by a hunter, near the shore in a small pond 
known as * Hell-Hole,’’ bearing marks of vio- 
lence, and having a rope tied around his peck, to 
which a piece of iron Was attached as a weight. 
His pockets had been rifled, and left turned in- 
side out,—showing conclusively thatthe de- 
ceased had met with a violent death, and had 
also been robbed. Detectives were employed by 
the friends of the murdered man to work the 
case up, and last week a clue was obtained 
which culminated in the arrest of Will Andre, a 
young man related to one of the first families of 
Saginaw, and one Joe McKane, of Farwell, both 
of whom are charged with complicity in 
the murder. The social standing of 
Andre, coupled with the excellent reputation 
he has always hitherto borne, has invested the 
affair with more than ordin interest. Andre 
was taken to Farwell, and lodged in the County 
Jail. McKane was arrested at Farwell. The 
body was found at Andre’s mill, and it is as- 
serted that both Andre and McKane were at 
Farwell the night Feeney was put off the train, 
and were seen with him. It is also 
claimed that since his arrest Andre has said 
that, while he is innocent of all complicity in 
the crime, he knew something about the mur- 
der, and implicates two former residents of Far- 
well. The Hon. John Moore, of Saginaw, for- 
merly Circuit Judge, and one of the most prom- 
inent lawyers in the State, has been secured as 
counsel for Andre; and the evidence, so far as 
known, being purely circumstantial, his friends 
are confident he will be acquitted. The exami- 
nation of the accused will commence at Farwell 
to-day.

WIENERS MUST DIE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Lobi. Jan. 31.—Annie Wieners, who 
went yesterday to Jefferson to present to Gov. 
Phelps the petitions on behalf of her brother, 
condemned to be hung to-morrow morning for 
the murder of Americus Vespucius Lawrence,at 
the Theatre Comique, on the 29th of last Janu- 
ary, returned this morning, satisfied that the 
Governor would not refuse the commutation of 
sentence petitioned for. Her hopes were II- 
founded, however, as, but shortly after her ar- 
rival, the following telegram was received by 
ex-Gov. Johnsop, who has been acting in 
Wiencrs’ interest of late: 

Jerrenson Crry, Jan. 31.—The Governor re- 
fused to interfere in the Wieners case, and so do- 


cided this morning. 
M. K. McGrath, Secretary of State. 
This dispatch was communicated to Marshal 
Mason, who, with Jailer Conway, Jadge Jones, 
and the Circult Attorney, entered the jail to 
communicate the news to Wieners. He ap- 
proached, evidently in anticipation of a commu- 
tation, but, as the Judge conveyed his sad in- 
telligence, he turned livid with emotion ana 
sh like*a leaf. tie said that he did not et- 
pect such a result. and declared solemnly, cell- 
ing God as his witness, that he never in- 
tended to kill Lawrence. Previous to returning, 
Judge Jones told Wieners that he must 
prevare fur death. The doomed man said that 
he wished to write a farewell letter to his sister, 
and that henceforward he wanted to see nobody 
but his spiritual adviser. The opinion of Gov. 
Phelps was to the effect that there were no new 
facts presented inthe case of the condemned 
man which would justity his interference: that 
the case was passed upon by nine different 
Judges, who pronounced the crime murder in 
the tirst degree, and that if sympathy for 
kindred is to avert ignominious punishment, the 
criminal code might as well be repealed at 
once, as every criminal has a mother, sister, 
wife, or daughter whose sensibilities and affec- 
tions are as warm as those of Annie Wieners 
for her wretched brother, hence he could not 
interfere iu the case. ng the afternoon 
Judge Jones, of the Criminal Court, sent au- 
other telegram to the Governor, asking for an 
extension of time, te which the latter sent the 
laconic reply: 
The Wieners case has been finally dis of by 
me. Joun 8. ELPS, 
of Missouri. 
It is safe to predict that Wieners will hang 
to-morrow. The execution is to take place be- 
tween 6 and 9 in the morning.

MURDER AND LIF E-INSURANCE, 
Dispatch to New Fe Titties. 

PHILADBLPRIA, Jah. 20.—The. murder of 
James M. Armstrong, which took place in Cam- 
den on the night of Jan, 24, promises to be a 
sensation of vo ordinary magnitude. Benjamin 
Hunter has beew arrested in this city on suspicion 
of being the principal in the crime. Armstrong 
and Hunter were formerly business partners, 
and dissolved their relations in June 1877. 
Armstrong held notes of the latter for 65,000, 
and also had his life insured im Hunter's name 
for $26,000,—$10,000 being in the Manhat- 
tan, of New York, $10,000 in the New 
York Mutual, and 86,00 in the Provi- 
dent Life and Trust Comnany, of this 
city. Hunter made an arrangement to n 
pany Armstro to Camden on the night o 
the murder, and it was at his suggestion that a 
meeting was ar betw him and Davis, 
against whom the deceased held notes. Hunter 
cannot account for bis whereabouts on the night 
of the murder, and has been identified by a po- 
lice officey, named Watson, of Camden, as 
being at the ferry-house in that eity be- 


tween 8 aud 9 o’ciock on the night of the occur 


rence, excited aud anxiously inquiring the time 
for the boat to come to Philadelphia. He was 
also identitied by a deck-hand on the ferry-boat. 
The theory is that Armstrong was taken to 
the house of Demaris, and afterward per- 
suaded to visit the . house. of Ford 
W. Davis. Wulle on his way there he 
was struck in the head with the ham- 
mers, and the weapons thrown alongside his 
rostrate body. These had Davis’ initials cut 
nthe handles to cast suspicion on him. The 
hammers and hatchet have béen identified by a 
blacksmith living in this city as belonging to 
him, and borrowed either Demaris or 
Davis some ten months ago, when the 
were ih dusiness near bim on 
street, and never returned. A microscop 
examination is sald to reveal the fact that the 
initials were freshly cut, which would go to 
show the planning of a deep conspiracy for the 
purpose of defrauding the insurance companies 
of some $26,000.

A COUNTY-SEAT FIGHT.

THE BARONY OF MOWBRAY. 
Lendos Times, Jan. 14. 

The ancient Barony of Mowbray, which, as 
announced in an extract from the London Ga- 
zete in our columns ou Saturday, has been called 
out of abeyance by ber Majesty in favor of 
Lord Stourton, was-created, according to Bir 
Bernard Burke, in 1295, by King Edward, in the 
person of Koger de Mowbray, who was engaged 
in the wars in Wales and Gascony, and died iu 
1298, baving married Rose, great grand-daugh- 
ter of Richard de Clare, Kari of Hertford. It 
descended for five or six generations from sire 
to son, until it devolved on Thomas, seventh 
Baron, Earl Marshal of England, who was be- 
headed at York in 1405 for complicity in the 
conspiracy of ard Scrope, Archbishop of 
York, against King Henry IV., and from whom 
it passed to his brother’s successor, Jobo, eighth 
Baron, in whose superior title of Duke of 
Norfolk «it was absorbed. It remained 
among the inferior titles of the head 
of the House of Howard until 1475, 
when it fell into abeyance, which Was terminai- 
ed in 1639 by the summoning of Henry Howard, 
son and heir ot Thomas, Earl of Arundel, Nor- 
folk, and Surrey, to Parliament as Baron of 
Mowbray. Itcontinued to be merged in the 
superior honors of the Dukes of Norfolk until 
the death of Edward, the eleventh Duke, in 
1777. when, with several other Baronies, it again 
fell into abeyance between the two daughters 
and co-heirs of Philip Howard, younger brother 
of the said Duke,—namely, Winifred, who mar- 
ried Charles Philip, fifteenth Lord Stourton, 
great-great-grandfather 2 the present Lord, 
and Anne, married to bert Edward, ninth 
Lord Petre, of Writtle, in the County of Essex. 
Lord Stourton, who will henceforth assume the 
higher title of Lord Mowbray and sit aud vote 


in the House of Peers as such, wul hold a place 
on the roll ot the House of "Lords next after 


Lord Hastings, whose Barony dates from 1200, 


and before Lord de Clifford, whose Peerage 
dates from 1200.

To the Editor of The Tribune 
SuHEesoraan, Wis., Jan. 30.—It pleases such 


in discussing the question of the rvemoneti 

tion of silver, to substitute for facts and argu- 
ments the iterations and reiterations that the 
silver men are repudiationists, when the truth 
is that the intelligent, clear-headed, and deter-

mined silver men constitute the only practical 
breakwater that is to make impotent the waves 
of repudiation that are now rising, that would 
otherwise undermine the whole fabric on which 
public credit is based. Those who oppose the 
remonetization of silver may be divided into 
three main classes: 

Firsi—Those who hold the stock of gold in 
hand, and within reach of the Government and 
the National Banks, is enough to make redemp- 
tion a success,—enough to maintain about 
3 of paper money iu circulation equal 
to gold. 

Second-~Those who do not believe this can be 
done, aud therefore bold that the volume of pa- 
ber mouey should be eusmalled so that the stock 
of gold on hand and within reach will make 
what is pot redeemed equivalent to gold. 

Third—Those who know or fully believe that 
it takes more than the per cent of gold attain- 
able, as compared with the paper currency vol- 
ume we now have, to make the two intercon- 
vertible. are irredeemable paper money men of 
the worst kind, and take ground against the sil- 
ver movement so that redemption may be a pre- 
destined failure, and thus open the flood-gates 
for a new issue of irregeemable paper money 
that will be plenty and cheap, as they think 
will be the case if the insufficient gold basis for 
redemption is not reinforced with a supply of 
silver. 

The first class of men, who urge their views 
like honest men and gentlemen, I respect, put 
deem them too hopeful to be safe guides. The 
second would, whether intentioually or not, 
continue to squeeze blood that the patient needs 
to sustain life. The third I despise, as I do 
—_ 6 am a cheese-maker) who water their 
milk. 

So, I aver, the straight-crained silver- men 
who are for redemption and the coin to do it 
with are the only safe and consistent friends of 
successful redemption, combined with a full, or 
nearly so, volume of curreuey; for they ask for 
the alliance of silver, without which gold alone 
will baye to succumb. 

We are to have redemption made easier and 
successful, if we have the aid of the two metals; 
or we are to have suspension by the Govern- 
ment and the National Banks ere many months in 
the futile attempt to make gold do more than it 
ever did do since paper currency was invented. 

Given that redemption is desirable, and must 
come, then we are in the same financial throes we 
were in in the midstof the War; only the object- 
ive points are reversed. Thenthe objective point 
was to sell bonds, from the avaiis of Which the in- 
tegrity of the nation could be maintained. The 


L stock of coin was not equal to the task. The State 
“Ranks were either insolvent, or their issues not re- 


ceivable for bond. Sothe nation had to make a 
new currency of greenbacks and that of National 
Banks, to lubricate business so that the bonds 
could be Dought and paid for. Now the objective 
point is to get the kind of pay that will be a legal 
discharge of our contract liabilities. Gold. alone, 
is no more equal to the task than all the specie in 
the nation was to the job of paying for the bonds. 
It s ** cornered,” or, to change the figure, it is 


such quantities of bonds as they might deter- 
mine among themselves, the whole pnum- 
ber of bonds to be so many as would 
at par value amount to $400,000. These 
bonds were to be purchased at the low prices 
then prevailing, and were to be held for the 
rise to be produced by the action of the Con- 
vention.”’ They were then to be sold ata profit, 
and out of such profit Butler and Gary were to 
be paid “ for their services in inducing the action 
of the Convention a percentage of 10 per 
cent of said profits so realized by each 
on the amount of the bonds bought and sold.“ 
As a matter of defense, Everett insisted 
that such agreement was contrary to public 
policy, and, therefore, null and void. The case 
was sent for trial before John 8. Lawrence, of 
this city, as Referee, and sworn testimony was 
introduced before him touching the matters in 
dispute. He reported in favor of the 
plaintiffs. Among his findings of fact are 
some which show the character of the 
conduct of which Butler was guilty. 
The Referee found that it had been arranged 
and agreed between the parties that such 
agreement would be made in case influence 
could be secured with certain members of the 
Convention called the Taxpayers’ Convention, 
which was about to be heid in Columbia, S. C., 
by which the Convention would recognize the 
then existing debt of South Carolina. The 
agreement itself, conclusiveiy showing Butler’s 
guilt, which was introduced and sworn to be- 
fore the Referee, is as follows:

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC CRITICISM. 


To the Editor af The Tribune. 


Mrxonk, III., Jan. 20.—Permit a reader of 
your valuable paper, and also of another of 


Chicago’s leading journals, a few words in 


Il remember very well that period in our own 
history, between 1840 and 1850, when after our 
delusive State-bank paper-currency had become 
justiy discredited, prices had become pretty 
steady, and proportionate to the avaiable me- 
tallic currency in use among civilized nations. 
Cotton in New Orleans was worth 85 to 5 cents 
per pound; a aaah negro field hand 
could be bought for . inthe North, bread 
and butter, beef, pork, and labor were equally 
cheap, nay, cheaper than the products of the 
Southern labor, 4 reason of- the exceptional 
large foreign and home demand for cotton at 
its then low prices. But iv 1849 came the gold 
discoveries of California, and shortly afterwards 
these of Australia, pouring into the lap of 
Europe and America taeir yellow waves. 

What was the effect? In less than ten vears 
cotton was worth 10 cents, and the 6600 negro 
was considerea cheap at $1,500, and in the 
North a similar revolution was elilected in 
prices, both in the lands themselves and all 
their products. The eifects throughout Europe, 
and in fact throughout the whole civilized wend, 
was scarcely less apparent. Now the essentia 
value of property was not much increased; but its 
exchangeable salue in money was. it can be shown, 
I think, that the aggregate exchangeaole values of 
all property throughout tue civilized world were 
doubled before 1870. quite independently of local 
causes, such as our War, and our bonds, and 
greenback and National Bank issues, all of which 
greatly intensified the inflation in this country, of 
which your readers scarcely need to be reminded. 

Now can any one deny that this general appre- 
ciation of exchangeable values proceeded from this 
rapid increase iu the world's supply of gold and 
silver? I think not suscessfully. 

Let us not forget in our intellectual infirmity 
that we must judge both of the present and of the 
future by the lights of the past. 

Some years ago I stood before that magnificent 
specimen of medieval architecture, the Salisbury 
Cathedral. It is not necessary here to speak of its 

reat merits; it was built between 1220 and 1255. 

n passing through the splendid Chapter House 1 
was shown on old deal table over which, I was in- 
formed, the dean and chapter bad paid during 
these thirty-five years for the labor that had gone 
into the work. It wae stated tome that the labor 
was chiefly obtained for one English silver penny 
per day, copper coinage not being introduced ipto 
England until 1672. What must have been e 
value, in these dark days, of the coined money of 
the realm! An English penny, or three halfpence, 
supported a man and hisfamily. What would a 
thousand pounds sterling have bought? Possibiy, 
and very probably, a township or an Earldom. 

We who have read Mr. Motley’s admirable his- 
tory of the Datch Republic and the United Nether- 
lands. have been amazed at the immense value and 
power of asmall amount of money iu the days 
(300 yeare later) of William the Silent and of 
Queen Elizabeth, say in 1560. The Queen doles 
out the coin in lots of £10,000 to £50,000, and for 
her security she takes a whole city or a province, 
or both, sends over her Governor with @ troup to 
hold the pledge until she should be repaid to the 
last farthing; while the Hollanders, with the aid 
of these little subsidies of money, fought on 
through long years the colossal power of Spain, 
controlling nearly al) Catholic Europe through 
Philip the Second, who alone had money im 
abundance from his gieanings of the precious 
metals among the conquered Americans of Mexico 
With this money-power he dominated 

all Europe, excepting the Hollande 

in the midst of her swamps 4 
dykes, could, when all other means failed, flood 
their territory with the waters of the ocean, and 
still. from their boats. and ships, and isolated for- 


tificatione, maintain the ict thro whole 
generations, without respite, and with Weir ships 
attacked the Spanish galleons on every sea and 
coast, and capturing a sbare of the gold and silver 
which the Spaniard bad extorted from the blood 
and sweat of the Indians; both East and West.

The debate in the House of Commons yes- 
terday on the Ministerial proposition for a 
supplementary vote of £6,000,000 was fully 
as spirited and interesting as had been antic- 
ipated. Mr. Fousrer’s amendment, declar- 
ing that no reason existed for adding to the 
burdens of the people by voting additional 
supplies, was vigorously supported by that 
gentleman in a straight-out anti-war speech. 
He denied the existence of any necessity for 
such a vote; denied that British interests 
were in any manner threatened by 
the peace conditions; demanded that 
the Government specify distinctly the 
purpose for which the vote is asked, and 
declared that, so far as the House was in- 
formed, the only use for the vote was as 
a threat to be flourished in the face of the 
forthcoming Congress on the Eastern ques- 
tion. Mr. Brigut’s speech was more mod- 
erate in tone, but none the less firm in re- 
sisting the attempt to secure a vote that 
might result as a restriction of the freedom 
of Christians in key and bequeath a 
legacy of war to posterity. Party feeling 
ran high during the fiery speeches on 
both sides, and the day in the House 
was one of great excitement. The 
attitude of the Liberals in opposition 
to the vote ig likely to be confirmed and 
their strength augmented by the correspond- 
ence just published between England and 
Russia. Objection being made to that 
clause in the péace conditions relative to the 
Dardanglles, Gonrscnaxorr promptly gave 
assurance that the Czar had no thought of 
settling it without the assent of the Powers, 
and went so far as to offer to withdraw the 
clause altogether. The effect of this pacific 
and conciliatory disposition upon the part of 
Russia with reference to the peace conditions 
is, however, to some extent offset by the ad- 
vices that the Russian troops are pressing 
forward in the direction of Gallipoli and 
Constantinople,—news which lacks confir- 
mation from any authentic source, but which 
will doubtless be used by the war party in 
Parliament as au argument in favor of de- 
cisive preparatory measures. 


THE “COMPROMISE” SWINDLE. 

The gold clique, having become satisfied 
that their efforts to defeat the popular de- 
mand for the remonetization of the silver 
dollar will be meffectual, are now disposed 
to compromisd. At all events that is the po- 
sition they assume. As a matter of fact, 
their proposition isasham and a swindle. 
Under the deceptive and fraudulent pretense 
of a compromise, they hope to defeat the 
aim and purpose of silver remonetization as 
surely as if they had been able to prevent 
the passage of a bill for remonetization. Any 
combination of circumstances which shall 
operate to prevent the actual circulation of 
silver as money, and thus throw the coun- 
try upon the single resource of an inadequate 
and constantly shrinking supply of gold, will 
serve their purpose. And this is precisely 
what they hope to accomplish under the 
cover of a so-talled compromise. 

Mr. Curistiancy, who misrepresents the 
people of Michigan in the United States Sen- 
ate, has consented to become the tool of the 
gold clique in working out this new outrage. 
He now professes a penitential acquiescence 
in the popular will, says that he is not at all 
opposed to the re-establishment of silver as a 
part of the American monetary system, but 
is one of thos¢ who want a dollar’s worth 
of silver in a silver dollar.” As the agent of 
the men who @re running a corner on gold, 
he has offered an amendment to the Silver 
bill, which follows the ALLison amendment 
except in substituting 434 grains to consti- 

tute the silver dollar in place of 412} grains, 
9.10 pure, which is the old, historical, and 
standard silver dollar of the United States. 
The standard silver dollar, at the present 
ratio to the gold dollar, 16 to 1, already con- 
tains 3 per cent more silverthat the standard 
silver coins of nearly all the rest of the world, 
where the ratio of 15} to 1 prevails. In pro- 
posing to put $34 grains of silver into every 
dollar coined, Mr. Currstiancy seeks to in- 
crease the weight of the silver 5 per cent

of 412}. The proposition to make a dollar 
of 434 grains of silver shows that they antic- 
‘pate the very increase in silver value which 
tuey deny, and reckon (with justice too) 
that an increase of 22 grains in the weight 
of the dollar, along with the increase ofthe, 
bullion value of silver, will give the new 
silver dollar an excess of value, so that it 
will not circulate at par with the gold 
dollar. Thus their purpose will have been 
achieved. i 
It is folly and very patent sophistry for 
Mr. Cunistiancy to talk about the danger of 
silver at the old rate driving gold out of cir- 
culation. To begin with, there has been no 
gold in circulation for seventeen years, 80 
that if silver should keep gold from actively 
circulating as currency at home, we should 
lose nothing we have been accustomed to, 
but in gaining a silver circulation would have 
one more monetary agent than we have had 
at any time since the beginning of the War 
of the Rebellion. By driving gold out of 
circulation (if such an expression can be al- 
lowed when there is no gold in circulation), 
it can only be meant that gold will be used 
for foreign exchanges in dealing with coun- 
tries which use gold alone. This is the only 
exclusive use that gold will have, The duties 
will be payable in silver; the interest on the 
bonds will be payable in silver; all debts and 
contracts will be payable in silver; und the only 
service for which gold will be indispensable 
will be in foreign exchanges. The demand 
for gold wiil fall off; the supply of gold will 
relatively increase. The mines of this coun- 
try will go on producing gold as industri- 
ously as ever, and gold will continue tocome 
into the country from abroad as long as our 
exports exceed our imports. This process 
will not go very long before the value of 
gold will decline, as the value of silver will 
increase with the new monetary demand 
therefor, till the equilibrium shall be ob- 
tained. The only danger to be apprehended 
is that the silver dollar, at the old rate of 16 
to 1, will eventually prove to be too valuable, 
as it was formerly, and will require a read- 
justment at the European ratio of 15} to 1, 
in order to keep the silver dollar in circula- 
tion. 

We hare often described what the result 
will be if the silver men permit themselves 
to be bamboozled into overweighting the 
silver dollar under the delusion of a com- 
promise.” It is safe to say that establishing 
the ratio of 17 to 1, and the coinage of silver 
dollars at that rate, would instantaneously 
enhance the value of silver bullion to that 


rate. Then silver dollars could not be 


coined except at a loss, and would not circu- 
late when coined. To continue under this 
condition would practically demonetize sil- 
ver as much as it is demonetized now, and 
the gold men would triumph. But if the 
country should still demanck silver dollars, it 
would be necessary to change the rate and 
order a new coinage on another basis. But the 
new coinage of a few millions at the rate of 164 
to 1 would bring about the same condition of 
things, and still another rate would have to 
be adopted and still another coinage ordered. 
After the waste of years, the loss of millions 
to the Government, and the defeat of the 
popular will, the rate of 15} to 1 would prob- 
ably be reached #hd found to be the proper. 


ratio, already established by the experience 


of the whole world. Why incur all this con- 
fusion and loss to attain the remonetization 
of the silver dollar? 

The simple fact is that Mr. Curistrancy 
proposes a barefaced swindle on the people 
in the interest of the gold clique, and with 
the design to still keep silver out of circula- 
tion. We believe, too, that Mr. Curistiancy 
knows this would be the effect of the meas- 
ure; certainly those for whom he is acting 
know it. The American dollar, by right and 
by tradition, consists of 4124 grains of sil- 
ver, 9-10 pure. That dollar to-day will 
purchase more of any given commodity 
(regarding gold as com or money) than 
either a gold or silver dollar five years ago, 
when the two were almost at par with each 
other. This dollar of 412} grains, then, 
holds a more uniform, steady, and equitable 
relation to property values than any other, 
and it is the dollar which the people demand. 
To increase its value by increasing the weight 
of silver will be to destroy the very quality 
which chiefly commends it, viz.: its stability. 
It is the proper standard, and any change in 
its relation to gold coin, which: has acquired 
ah exaggerated and fictitious value by reason 
of an increased demand and decreased sup- 
ply, can only be justly achieved by changing 
the weight of the gold coin. 

There is no excuse for temporizing with 
people like CHRISTIAN and those whom he 
represents. They have no claim upon the 
consideration of the majority, because their 
methods are deceptive and their purpose 
ignoble. Finding it impossible to force re- 
sumption in gold alone in opposition to the 
people, they now seek to exclude silver by 
another but not less effective means. Their 
purpose is to cheat the people, and the rep- 
resentatives of the people should simply re- 
fuse to listen to any of their so-called com- 
promises.” 


THE PROROSED TARIFF. 

The bill as prepared by the Sub-Committee 
of the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives for the revision of 
the tariff was published in Taz Taro 
yesterday. So far as the bill changes the 
form of levying and collecting duties, it is a 
vast improvement on the present system, as 
it sweeps away a mass of cumbersome, cost- 
ly, and useless machinery. We think, how- 
ever, the bill fails in giving that relief to the 
country in the matter of taxation which it so 
sadly needs, and which it has been justly led 
to expect of Congress. 

Some of the leading provisions of the bill, 
as it now stands, may be thus stated: Cot- 
ton, plain goods, are classed under three 
heads, and are taxed, unbleached, 2 cents; 
if colored or printed, 3 cents. These are 
now taxed at a rate equivalent to 35, 33, and 
42 per cent. The new average rate is about 
25 per cent. The finer goods are taxed 
about 35 per cent as against an average of 50 
per cent at present, The present tax on 
jeans, denims, drillings, ginghams, cotton- 
ades, etc., bleached, printed, or colored, are 
now taxed from 40 to 65 per cent, and the 
duties are reduced to an average of 35 per 
cent. The bulk of cotton goods imported is 
made up of hosiery, laces, braids, and cotton 
yarn ; the hosiery and laces now pay 35 per 
cent, and are redaced to 25, while the duty 
on the kind of yarn principally imported is 
ralsed from 60 to 80 cents per pound. The 
duty on spool thread is reduced from 9 to 7 
cents per dozen spools of 100 yards. If there 
be any class of manufactures that can get 
along without protection cotton ought to be

The duties on iron manufactures are made 
specific on a basis of 35 per cent, —4 very 
slight reduction.

Steel railway-bars 
from 1} to 1 cent fer pound. Copper is re- 
duced from 5 to 2 cents per pound. In reg- 
utating the duties on wheat, barley, rye, oats, 
etc., the duty 1s fixed per bushel instead of 
by the 100 pounds, and the duty on coal is 
levied by the ton of 2,240 pounds instead 
of by the round ton. Why should there be 
any duty on coal? Canned fish are largely 
protected. 

The classification of sugar is amended, and 
the duty ranges from 23 to 2} cents per 
pound. Candy is protected by a duty of 40 
per cent. 5 

The duty on silks is reduced from 60 to 50 
per cent. 

Woolen carpets are fixed at 50 per cent, 
and woolen goods generally at the same rate. 

In consequence of the changes from ad va- 
lorem to specific rates, it is not practicable 
to state accurately the changes. There is 
supposed to be a general reduction of 20 per 
cent in the rates, out in this reduction is m- 
cluded the long list of articles made free. 

As an attempt to eliminate protection, the 
proposed bill is a failure; it amounts simply 
to a reduction in the degree of protection. 
The bill can hardly be said to be in the in- 
terest of manufactures for exportation, be- 
cause it leaves manufacturers still clinging 
to the legal bounties. The proposed duty 
on woolen carpets is an illustration of how 
protection is adbered to in the new bill. 
The idea of reducing the cost of carpets to 
consumers has been strongly rejected. The 
same may be said of cotton manufactures. 
Though we ought to be exporting all kinds 
of cotton goods, and are able to 
produce them for sale in competi- 
tion with British cottons, the idea 
of leaving them unprotected or unprovided 
with bounties seems never to have entered 
the minds of the Committee. The silk in- 
terest has been protected by a 60 per cent 
duty for many years, the effect of which 
has been to lead to systematic and successful 
smuggling, by which the importation as well 
as the manufacture of silk goods have been 
rendered unprofitable, and the Government 
deprived of its revenue. That rate of duty 
is and must always be a standing encourage- 
ment and bounty for smuggling, by offering 
a margin of 60 per cent to cover all risks, 
and admitting liberal profits to all engaged 
in the business. If the duty on silk was 
reduced to an average of 30 per cent, there 
would be an end to smuggling, and the Gov- 
ernment would collect more revenue than it 
does now, and the market for American silks 
would be largely increased. 

The proposed bill is in no sense a bill for 
revenue, nor is it a bill calculated to build up 
aforeign trade. We cannot sell goods with- 
out bnwing, and, so long as the tariff is 
arrai > preserve the home market, the 
foreign market must remain—as now—closed 
to us. The present bill abolishes the duties 
on many articles which are needed in manu- 
factures, but it might go much farther. 
There can be no export of woolen goods 
without such a reduction on wools as will 
put our manufacturers somewhat on an 
equality with those of other countries. The 
bill, it is estimated, will produce $154,000,000 
of revenue annually, or $30,000,000 in exvess 
of what is needed. It is to be hoped that 
the full Committee will cut down the 
rates of duty largely when they come to 
mature the bill. And this should be done, 
not only in the interest of consumers, but in 
the interest of manufacturers, who must at 
sometime learn that they must live other- 
wise than upon subsidies and bounties from 
the Treasury. 
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“REFORM IS NECESSARY.” 

The fourth report of the Commission on 
the New $York Castom-House (Appraiser's 
Department) states that the appeals far the 
first three months of 1877, from the classifi- 
cations of the Appraiser, numbered five 
hundred and fifteen, or an average of 2,060 
perannum. Assuming that this is the cor- 
rect ratio for all ports, the Treasury Depart- 
ment is required to consider and decide three 
thousand appeal cases, annually. Here is a 
large docket, —ten cases a day, —involving the 
nicest questions of statutory construction 
and of the composition of manufactures, 
especially fabrics; for in a large majority of 
these cases samples of the merchandise in 
question accompany the appeals. It follows 
that, to determine them intelligently and 
justly, requires not only knowledge and 
ability to construe the tariff laws, but a wide 
range of expert information. Every case 
thus going up to the Treasury Department 
comprises on one side the brief 
of the aggrieved importer,  consist- 
ing of an argument intended to de- 
monstrate that the Appraiser has made 
an erroneous classification; and, on the 
other, the special report of the Appraiser, 
consisting of an argument in defens e of his 
classification; and finally the letter of the 
Collector, restating the questions involved, 
and inclosing samples of the subject of the 
appeal. After some weeks the decision of 
the Department reaches the Collector of the 
Port whence it emanated, and if the appeal 
is sustained a reliquidation of the entry is 
made, and the excessive duty exacted is re- 
funded. We will not undertake to say how 
much additional labor is thus imposed upon 
each collection office, or how much upon the 
Department. At the Department quite a 
force must surely be required, and the duties 
of every collection office are certain- 
ly thereby incréased. In addition, there 
is the vexation arising from delay 
imposed upon the appealing import- 
er. Now we do not hesitate to 
assert that the necessity for four- 
fifths of these appeals may be avoided by 
the establishment of a Sample Bureau at 
Washington. Let us suppose thet the Bureau 
is in Operation, and that every Appraiser is 
required to transmit to it, daily, samples of 
all the merchandise he passes upon whenever 
practicable. To-day the Appraiser at Chi- 
cago classifies a piece of mixed silk and cot- 
ton fabric as a “manufacture of silk and 
cotton, silk chief value, not over 25 per cent 
cotton, 60 per cent ad valorem.” To-day, also, 
the Appraiser at New York returns a piece 
of like fabric as containing over 25 per cent 
cotton, and accordingly assesses duty at 50 
per cent ad valorem. The question to be 


determined is one of fact, and the two Ap-

and this is a great desideratum. It 
will also lead immediately to the de- 
tection of frauds by undervaluation. Sam- 
ples of undervalued merchandise could 
not evade the scrutiny of experts devoted 
entirely to the detection of errors and frauds. 
By simple comparison with goods honestly 
valued, undervaluations would generally be 
exposed, The expenses of the collection of 
the revenue would not be increased by the 
establishment of a Sample Bureau, but rather

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THE WHISKY TAX. 

The House has done wisely in rejecting 
the joint resolution introduced by the Ways 
and Means Committee extending the time 
for the withdrawal of spirits from bond and 
passing in its stead by an emphatic majority 
a resolution that ‘‘it is inexpedient to change 
the tax on distilled spirits. As this is in 
the nature of a peremptory instruction to 
the Ways and Means Committee, it settles 
Mr. Ferxanpo Woop's effort to change the 
tax, and disposes of the matter for the session. 
There is no good reason for interference 
with the present tax, and there has been no 
demand for a change except on the part of 
speculators in certain sections. Our own 
distillers, who manufacture more highwines 
than the distillers of other States, have not 
asked for any change. The distillers of the 
East seem to be satisfied, and there has been 
no grumbling in any quarter except in Cin- 
cinnati, where the whisky speculators have 
spirits in bond that must be taken out next 
spring, and to avoid the tax on it have made 
the present raid on the revenues of the Gov- 
ernment. Inasmuch, however, as the revenues 
of the Government are not run to suit the 
wishes of the Ohio River distillers, the House 
has done well to squelch their proposition 
at the very outset, and to express its dis- 
approbation by taking action upon it even 
while it was in the Committee’s hands. It is 
time to end this eternal tampering with the 
whisky tax and the tobacco tax also. It has 
been demonstrated over and over again 
that 90 cents can be collected without 
detriment, and that it is not too high a tax. 
Upon this basis any interference with the 
tax is simply a movement to produce a rise 
or fall in prices in the interest of rings of 
whisky speculators, as has been abundantly 
shown in the past. The equity of the tax 
is so well established in fact that any change 
in it can only arouse suspicion that it has 
been procured in a corrupt manner for a 
corrupt purpose. The country wants no 
change in the tax, neither can it afford to 
let liquors in bond escape when others 
have paid. No one wants a change 
except speculators, and the revenues 
are not supposed to be managed in their 
interests. The resolution passed by the 
House applies with equal force to the to- 
bacco tax, which should be firmly main- 
tained. There is no call for legislation on 
either, except in the suggestion of improve- 
ments in the methods of collection, so that 
the Government may be absolutely secure in 
obtaining the full amountof the tax, and the 
Whisky Rings be prevented from evading 
their full share of responsibility to the reve- 
nues. Beyond this, the country wants no 
changes, and the House deserves credit for 
its emphatic refusal to mage any. The 
whisky distillers themselves ought to be sat- 
isfied, if they have been sincere in their 
declarations that it was only the uncertainty 
that was hurting the trade. The uncertainty 
is now removed, and they know what the 
tax is and will be, during the present Con- 
gress at least.

To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnineros, D. C., Jan. 31.—Tue House 
Committee on Pacific Railroads to-day con- 
tinued the hearing of arguments on the Texas 
& Southern Pacific bills. C. P. Huntington ad- 
dressed the Committtee in answer to Col. 
Scott’s argument made last week. He denied 
the assertion that the Southern Pacific and 
Central Pacific were the same thing, and said 
they were quite distinct in their organizations 
and aims, and that when completed through to 
the East, the Southern Pacific would compete 
for the business now enjoyed by the Union and 
Central lines. He expiained that years ago, 
before any of these questions had arisen or 
were thought of, in the settiement of some 
local differences he, and some of his friends of 
the Central, had been persuaded to go to the 
help ot the Southern Pacific. which had then 
but fifty miles of road in operation, and that, 
finding they were compelled to build under the 
law fifty miles a year at the Colorado end of the 
line, and twenty miles a year at the western 
end, he had repeatedly offered to dispose of his 
entire interest in it, and in 1873 did seil a con- 
trolling portion in the whole line between Col- 
orado and San Francisco to Col. Scott himself, 
but he did not fulfill his contract. Since thena 
good deal more road had been built, but he was 
now willing to dispose of it to the United States 
or to Col. Scott if be could be satisfied that it 
would be used as a part of a direct line to the 
Gulf and Lower Mississippi cities. 

Mr. Huntington said nis friends cou'a build a 
line between the Colorado and the Rio Grande, 
600 miles, as cheaply as Col. Scott's, and would 
guarantee to put more money vaiue into the 
road from their own mo e bonds than Col. 
Scott's partv would out of their bonds indorsed 
by the Government, and to build the road witu- 
in five or six years. 

He offered to amend the bill now in commit- 
tee so as to allow the same supervision and re- 
strictions as to construction and rates by Con- 
gress over the Southern Pacific between its 
eastern terminus on the Texas frontier and the 
several posts in Southern California as are con- 
tained in the Texas Pacific bills, so as to place 
the two offers on an equality, except that the 
former asks no financial aid, while the latter 
asks the indorsement at the rate of 623.000 
and $35,000 per mule. He claimed that the 
Southern Pacitic route across California between 
the Yuma and Los Angeles posts was not only 
the best as to grades, but also more directly in 
the line of through travel and traffic, and could 
be made to answer equally well to San Diego, 
as a branch line was now within ninety miles of 
the harbor.

class for any other reason than death or physi- 
cal disability, the district should be allowed to 
appoint no successor for the remainder of the 
unexpired term. These two sections originated 
in part in 
A SPIRIT OF HOSTILITY 
to the army, in part in a desire to secure by 
insidious means a reduction. The bill had 
hardly been presented before three formidabie 
elements of opposition were manifested. The 
Military Committee. irrespective of party, an- 
tagonized the Apppropriations Committee on 
the ground that the latter bas no right to pro- 
e es in the reorganization of the army.

Death of This Catholic Prelate at Tarra- 
gona, Spain.

FINANCIAL. 


There was some demand from the Board of Trade 
fortoans with which to make the settlements of 
the 1st ins*., but otherwise the situation was very 
quiet among the banks.

THE IMPORTATION OF GOVERNMENTS. 

There is now such a difference in prices between 
New York and London that there is a profit of 4@ 
per cent in importing them. The only limit to 
the importation is the borrowing facilities in New 

ork. The bonds are bought in London by cable, 
and sold in New York on the same day. To de- 
liver his bonds, the seller has to borrow bonds for 
ten days or two weeks, until the London shipments 
arrive. Inasmuch as the amount that can be bor- 
wowed in New York is restricted, Governments 
are not imported as freely as the difference in price 
would warrant. 

THE GOVERNMENT BUYING SILVER ABROAD 

Private advices received in San Francisco from 
London state that the United States Government 
has purchased $500, 0U0 of fine silver iu the Lon- 
‘don bulllon market. The only explanation of such 
„ purchase, supposing it to have been made, al- 
though that seems doubtful, is that the Govern- 
ment desires to add to ite stock, in anticipation of 
‘the passage of the Bland bill without the free coin- 
age clause, and at the same time to depress the 
‘price of the American product. 

GOLD IN NEW YORK. 

Those New York bankers who have been buying 
gold for the purpose of putting part of their capi- 
“tal into gold think that in that way they can extend 
the use of gold in mercantile transactions. They 
calculate that, if they succeed, the cost of 142 
per cent will be more than made good to them, 
while if they fail to increase the use of gold in 
‘mercantile transactions they believe they will lose 
nothing in the ownership of a commodity the mar- 
ket value of which in paper they expect to increase 


largely. 
BUSINESS IN ITALY. 

The commercial depression of the last four 
years has not been felt as severely in_Italy as in 
other countries. One reason of this isthe pre- 
dominance of its agricultural interests. Still 
manufactures of cotton and woo! have suffered se- 
Verely, and the decline in wages and work is 
been enough to cause combinations among work- 
men which have added still more to the embarrass- 
ments of industry.

in America of equal extent fe there 
such an unequal distribution of. the annual rainfall! as 
in California. When we have twenty luches at san 
Franciseo, there is "pat thirteen at Sacramento and 
Stockton, ten at San Jose, only fifty miles away. five 
to six on the west side of the San Joaquin, stil leas at 
San Diego; but at Nevada and Crass Valley forty 
inches, and at Colusa and other parts of the upper 
Sacramento from twenty-two to twenty-four inches. 
Commonly, for every inch of rain in the Sacramento 
Valley and the country close about Stockton, 
there is a foot of snow in the Sierra Nevada 
at an altitude S 8,000 feet above sea-level. 
In the season e at flood (1861-"62), there 
was a rainfail of thirty: four inches at Sacramento C ity. 
and at the end of April, 1862, the snow settled down on 
a dead level, in Hermit Valley. at the bead of the 
Mokelamne, near Blue Lakes, twenty-eight feet dee a 
On the sandy ridge beginning at French Camp. only 
miles southwest of Stockton, 30 per cent less rain fails 
in average years than on the black, loamy soil in and 
immediately around Stockton 

Owing to this — distribution of the rain there 
is always, save in years of flood, an inequality in the 
crops. The average rainfall at Sacramento isa little 
over twenty inches. It is enough to produce the full 
est harvests in all of the State where 

agriculture is a staple industry. save only in 

e far south and on the west side of the 
San Joaquin and perhaps in Santa Clara Vai- 
ley. For, whenthe average at Sacramento ts twenty 
inchea, it is from 25 to 30 per cent jess at San Jose. The 
storm of yesterday and the day before was general, as 
will be seen by our weather reports in another column. 
It gave nearly an luch here, and still more at Colusa. 
Chico, and the Upper Sacramento. It settles all doubts 
as to the success of the crops in Santa Clara and Pajaro 
Valleysand on the east side of the Sdn Joaquin from 
head to mouth. In short, as far as can be to near to 
the middle of the rainy season, it assures a full harvest 
everywhere throughout the State, save, perhaps, along 
the narrow beit of land bet ween the San Joaquin River 
and the Diablo range and in the extreme tw —— 
in the great Colorado Desert there was ash orp Fein. 
which springs the hope that San Diego County will 
year have exceotionally good crops.

required by | Insurance Company mortgage for $150, 000, 

lua the interest which had been defaulted. The 
Company wanted its money, and it 
didn't want to foreclose the mortgage have the 
University elephant on its hands. Everybody. 
knows, who is at all familiar with the matter, that 
there was considerable talk last spring avout re- 
sisting the right of the Cempany to foreclose, when 
to take such 4 course was farthest from the inten- 
tion or desire of the insurance people. All the 
talk finally ended, however, in a tacit 
on all sides to accept and, if poselb 
out a very liberal proposition made by 
Insurance Company to assist the Trustees 
in paying off the debt.

The taking of testimony in the case of Fawcette 
ve. the Inter- Ocean was resumed yesterday morn- 
ingin the office of Franklin Denison, Master in 
Chancery. The only evidence taken was that of 
Dr. O. W. Nixon, the literary editor of the paper. 
He, like bie brother William Penn, objected to 
be sworn, and consequently affirmed and declared.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 

The Board of Education held a reguiar semi- 
monthly meeting last evening. President Sullivan 
in the chair, and Inspectors Hoyne, Kohn, Hotz, 
Jacobs, English, Prussing, Wells, Keith, gnd 
Vocke present. 

The Clerk read an offer from Mr. Bates to lease 
the dry-dock property in Block 87, formerly oc- 
capied by Doolittle & Miller, for a period of ten 
years from May 1, 1878. Mr. Bates offers to put 
the property in repair, and’ to pay as rent $1,000 
the first year, $1,500 the second, and $2,000 per 
annum for the remainderof the term. The propo- 
sition was referred to the appropriate committee. 

The Chair reported that, inthe opinion of the 
City Law Department, there was no necessity of a 
lease from the City Council to the Board of the 
water-lot on the corner of Monroe and Morgan 
streets.
